A high 
bca was running, aud n heavy gale ot wind 
n«s blowing, when, between 9 and 10 o'clock 
on balurday morning, a barque, apparcutl) 
not under control, was wen drlv lux up chan- 
nel, but with a strong drift In Ibe dire-ctluii of 
soruo rooks situated a short distance to the 
wcslnurd of the Mumbles llead. When close 
to the&o rocks she let go her auehor, and at 
must Immediately aflernard- struck, whore 
upuu a lug boat lu her •" ighborhood touudcd 
her whistle as a signal for Iho life-boar 
A crew of Ihlrtueii mem promptly colleet- 
ed, ]nni|ied into the life boat, and made 
for Ihe barque. Among tho m«d who tlnr 
hazarded lliulrlives wllbont refnetice loan)
